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COURT MAY OWIDE 
FALL AND CHEN 
SENATE TESTIMON 


Volunteer Character of 
Oil Man’s Evidence May 
Govern Ruling. 


COMMITTEE INSISTED 
ON LETTER OF FALL 


Legal Controversy Delays the 
Government Case; Roose- 
velt to Appear Later.

Justice Adolph A. Hoehling will ren- 
der his decision shortly after court con- 
venes today on the question of whether 
or not testimony which Edward L. Do- 
heny and Albert B. Fall gave to the 
Genate committee on public lands in 
1924 is admissible as evidence in the 
pending Fall-Doheny conspiracy trial. 
Whichever way the decision goes, It 
will constitute a landmark for future 
textbooks dealing with the study of 
law. The statute in question has never 
been passed upon by a court, though it 
has been in existence for 69 years. It 
may be many years before there is an- 
other court ruling on this point, as in 
the event of acquittal of the defend- 
ants no higher court will have oppor- 
tunity of reviewing Justice Hoehling’s 
decision. 

On the eve of today’s session there 
are certain matters which are ad- 
mittedly in doubt. It is not certain, 
for example, that Judge Hoehling will 
make the announcement of his decision 
the first development of the day when 
court meets. He may first ask counsel 
for both sides whether they have any 
further light to shed on the question. 
In this event the door would be open 
to further argument, though it is not 
expected that either side would con- 
sume much time. Even if the judge 
announces his decision at once, counsel 
for either side may present further 
statements relative to their contentions 
as to the legal problem involved. Natu- 
rally Justice Hoehling wants all the 
light possible that can be shed on the 
question. 


Two Records Involved. 


Contrary to the general impression, 
it is not certain that the judge’s de- 
cision will be a clean-cut legal victory 
for either the prosecution or the de- 
fense so far as admitting testimony 
before congressional committees as evi- 
dence is concerned. There are two 
records of testimony which the. prose- 
cution wants admitted, one being the 
testimony which Doheny voluntarily 
gave to the Senate committee in which 
he explained the $100,000 loan to Fall 
and the other being Fall’s testimony 
by letter to the committee. 

Roberts and Pomerene, the govern- 
ment’s special counsel, have stressed 
the voluntary character of Doheny’s 
testimony in their claim that section 
1859 of the revised statutes should not 
apply. This statute says that no testi- 
mony given by a witness to a commit- 
tee of either house of Congress shall 
be used against them in a criminal case 
in any court. But Roberts argued on 
Friday that Doheny stated in his testi- 
mony that he wanted it known to the 
committee and to the world and that 
there was no suggestion of compulsion 
about his testimony. The statute did 
not apply to testimony unless it was 
given under compulsion, Roberts con- 
tended, at the same time emphasizing 
the unusual voluntary character of 
Doheny’s testimony. 4 


Fall’s Testimony Not Voluntary. 


Thus, the consensus is that if Justice 
Hoehling rules in favor of the govern- 
ment’s contention it will be chiefly be- 
cause of the points which Roberts 
stressed relative to the voluntariness of 
Doheny’s testimony. 

But, it is pointed out, there is no 
voluntariness about the testimony 
which Fall, by letter, gave to the Sen- 
ate committee. Senator Lenroot, chair- 
man of the Senate committee, has 
already testified that he insisted upon 
a statement from Fall and that he 
and Senator Smoot, member of the 
committee, went to Fall’s apartment 
and virtually demanded that he give 
his testimony in ‘writing to the com- 
mittee, in view of the fact that he was 
under the care of a trained nurse and 
too ill to personally appear. 

In case the voluntary character of 
Doheny’s statement proves the deciding 
factor in favor of its admissability 
as evidence, it may be that Justice 
Hoebling will admit the Doheny state- 
ment, but not admit the Fall testi- 
mony. In other words, all testimony 
bearing on the case which was given to 
the Senate committee on public lands 
may be barred in accordance with the 
statute excepting the one particular 
voluntary statement of Doheny. For 
the prosecution to gain the maximum 
desired legal advantage in the case, it 
will be necessary for Justice Hoehling 
to practically let the bars down against 
testimony before the Senate committee 
other than the Doheny letter.

King Is Declared Better, But Reports Continue to Con- 
flict—Meeting in Paris May Settle Dynasty’s 
Destiny—Carol Is Waiting. 


Paris, Nov. 28 (By A. P.).—Paris will 
be the “capital” of Roumania the com- 
ing week. Carol Caraiman, better 
known as Prince Carol of Hohenzollern, 
former crown prince of Roumania, is 
the central figure. Queen Marie will 
arrive from the United States Tuesday; 
former Premier Bratiano, whose power- 
ful influence in Roumania is well 
recognized, will reach Paris tomorrow, 
and Nicholas Jorga, head of he na- 
tional party and leader of the opposi- 
tion, is already here. 

Dynastic possibilities arising from 
such a contingency as the death of 
King Ferdinand, who is reported to be 
“doing as well as could be expected,”’ 
are likely to be settled right here in 
Paris. 

There is outspoken feeling in Rou- 


manian circles in this city that should | 
Carol, who is excessively popular in | 
army circles, elect to establish head- 
quarters near the Roumanian frontier, 
the army “would have something to 
say.” 

The Orient Express leaving Paris at 
6:42 this evening was watched for 
Carol’s appearance, but Carol was not 
there and the train left without him. | 
A telephone call to his home in the | 


suburb of Neuilly elicited the fact that 
he was “awaiting orders.” 

He was asked “Will you meet your 
mother?” and he replied: “Certainly.” 

Certain politicians at Bucharest, Ber- 
lin, dispatches say, favor turning over 
the constitutional powers to Queen 
Marie, who, however, will be unable to 
reach Bucharest before Thursday night 
at the earliest. Other solutions discuss- 
ed are that Prince Michael, son of Carol 
and now heir apparent to the throne, 
be proclaimed king under a regency or 
that Princess Ileana be called to suc- 
ceed her father. 

M. Bratiano’s declaration that “any 
one attempting to disturb the peace 
of the country will find a legal ob- 
stacle in his path and also summary 
justice in Roumania,” which has just 
been published in Paris, is taken here 
as a warning to Carol not to mix in the 
political affairs of his country. 

“What are your relations with Bra- 
tiano?”

FAOGIOT DEMOGRATS WIN 
RIGHT OF DlsGUSolON 


Mussolini Forced to Compro- 
mise With Movement in 
Order’s Ranks. 


PERIL IN GAG ADMITTED 


Rome, Nov. 28 (By A. P.).—The 
democratic movement in the ranks of 
fascism has won its first victory in the 
shape of restoration to all members of 
the right, withdrawn in the early days 
of the revolution, of discussing and 
criticizing freely the methods and polli-, 
cies of Mussolini’s lieutenants. 

Article 26 of the new statutes of the 
party, which always proudly boasts of 
being the arch enemy of all forms of 
liberalism and democracy, orders the 
local leaders to accord to the members 
unlimited right of free discussion. 

Although the concession applies only 
to the party and does not imply 
granting actual voice in its control, 
which continues to be exercised ex- 
clusively by Mussolini through his 
aides, it is interpreted as the first step 
of a compromise with democracy com- 
parable with soviet Russia’s compro- 
mise with capitalism. 

Free speech, which long has been the 
battle cry of the democratic elements, 
has been granted, it is understood, as 
a means of avoiding the necessity of 
dissolving the party. Until recently, 
complete abandonment of the party 
seemed imperative because many of the 
provincial fascist units seethed with lo- 
cal quarrelings, the indiscipline going

Nation Leads in Standard 
of Living, Secretary of 
Commerce Finds. 


FINANCIAL ACTIVITY 
REACHES HIGH MARK 


Agriculture, Textile and Bitu- 
minous Coal Industries Found 
Below General Level. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

By all the tests of economics the 
material condition of the people of the 
United States, always high, rose dur- 
ing the last year to an unparalleled 
level, Secretary Hoover said yesterday 
in the annual report of the Commerce 
Department. 

The volume of production and con- 
sumption of commodities that consti- 
tute the luxuries and necessities of 
life was never higher, he declared; em- 
ployment was general throughout the 
nation, and a satisfactory adjustment 
of price levels—except for some of the 
figures relating to agricultural prod- 
ucts—insured a more nearly equal dis- 
tribution of prosperity among groups 
of the population than ever before. 

This agricultural unbalance, in the 
existence of prices for farmers’ produce, 
somewhat below the general level of 
commodity prices and the failure of 
one or two industries, including the 
textile and bituminous coal operations, 
to enjoy full activity, were the only 
points Mr. Hoover noted as unsatisfac- 
tory. 

Standard of Living High. 

“On the whole, the country was able 
to maintain the highest standard of 
living in its history,” he said, “a stand- 
ard far above that in most other coun- 
tries of the world at this or any other 
time.” 

To substantiate his findings, Mr. 
Hoover analyzed general price levels, 
using indices for purposes of compari- 
son. Taking wholesale prices of 1913 
as a basis, standing at 100, he found 
that general price levels in September 
of 1926 stood at 150%, this being the 
average for all commodities. The farm 
products index, made up in the same 
way, stood at 141, which difference 
illustrated the farmers’ handicap. It 
was added, however, that constantly 
increasing sales of mail order houses 
showed advance in rural buying power. 

In the matter of electrical power 
consumption and general building, the 
country was found to have made new 
strides. Likewise, railroads were noted 
as increasing their traffic volume 
steadily and accomplishing many econ- 
omies to make their earnings rise even 
faster than the traffic. Along with the 
increase of rail transportation, he 
cited the multiplication of motor ve- 
hicle carriage lines, now moving freight 
and passengers on a wholesale scale in 
every part of the nation. 

Foreign Trade Growing. 

The country’s foreign trade, though 
showing a slight decline on the export 
side during the last fiscal year in dol- 
lars, has in reality accomplished steady 
growth, Mr. Hoover said. A fall in prices 
during the period on the export com- 
modities occasioned an apparent loss, 
but the volume of exports, when quan- 
tity was considered, was larger than 
during the preceding fiscal year.

Berlin, Nov. 29 (By A. P.).—While 
Paul Loebe, president of the reichstag, 
was addressing an outdoor socialist- 
labor demonstration today, a shot was 
fired from a passing street car. 

The bullet grazed the head of one of 
the organizers of the meeting. Scores 
of angry men instantly sprang at the 
car, pulling from it a dozen uniformed 
fascists. 

The fascists were roughly handled 
until another party of socialists and 
laborites, wearing uniforms, rescued 
them and finally turned them over to 
the regular police. Two revolvers, one 
dagger and several slings for stone 
throwing, together with a large quan- 
tity of ammunition, were found in the 
possession of the fascists.

New York, Nov. 28.—Lewis H. Roth- 
schild, vice president and a director of 
the Chelsea Exchange Bank, son of Ed- 
ward S. Rothschild, millionaire presi- 
dent of the bank, has been named with 
49 others in a gigantic rum conspiracy 
indictment. Rothschild, 28, is said to 
be the youngest big bank vice president 
in the country. He is distinguished as 
an athlete. He was star guard on the 
Princeton football team in 1920. In 
prep school at Andover, Mass., he was 
a brilliant unit of the school’s lacrosse 
team. Two other members of the Chel- 
sea bank’s staff are indicted with 
Rothschild. They are James V. Bolse, 
30, of Brooklyn, assistant cashier, and 
Harold Smythe; 22, secretary to Roth- 
schild. 

Warrants for the arrest of the three 
men have been prepared by Assistant 
United States Attorney John J. Fogarty 
and will be served tomorrow unless ar- 
rangement is made for their surrender 
otherwise. The indictments were re- 
turned by a Federal grand jury in Bos- 
ton, and Assistant Federal Prosecutor

Brewster Says He Will Issue 
Certificate to Winner Re- 
gardiess of Charges. 


Portland Maine, Nov. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Maine voters tomorrow will decide the 
party control of the United States Sen- 
ate. The campaign for the special elec- 
tion to choose a successor to the late 
Senator Bert M. Fernald closed last 
night with both candidates, Fulton J. 
Redman (Democrat), and Arthur R. 
Gould (Republican), predicting victory. 
Speaking in behalf of the Republican 
candidate, who had been under fire on 
charges of excessive campaign expendi- 
tures of which he was exonerated by 
the secretary of State, the chairman of 
the Republican State committee, Dan- 
iel F. Field, said today: 

“I believe we will carry every county 
in the State, even Androscoggin, which 
is usually Democratic. I am confident 
that Arthur R. Gould, candidate for 
the United States Senate, will be elect- 
ed by a substantial majority at the 
polls tomorrow.” 


Redman Expects Response. 


The final words of Mr. Redman as he 
left here for his home in Ellsworth 
were: 

“Intuition prompts tke belief that 
there is in the minds of the people of 
Maine a response which will bring vic- 
tory to the causes I have advocated and 
that on Monday next I will be chosen 
to succeed in the United States Senate 
Bert M. Fernald, whose rugged hon- 
esty I shall emulate.” 

Redman has, besides the support of 
the Democratic party, that of the Ku 
Klux Klan, whose leaders preferred 
charges of excessive primary expendi- 
tures against Gould. He has counted 
on additional strength among the Re- 
publicans also as a result of Gov. Ralph 
O. Brewster’s repeated denunciation of 
Mr. Gould’s primary campaign. Al- 
though Redman was expected to draw 
strength from these sources, he has 
denied that he had formed an alliance 
with them or that he owed allegiance 
to any other than “to the citizens of 
Maine and to the Democratic party.” 

Although Mr. Gould was assailed by 
the governor, who was leader of the 
Republican party in the State, by virtue 
of his office, he has had the indorse- 
ment of Senator William M. Butler, 
chairman of the Republican national 
committee, and Mr. Field has declared 
that Gov. Brewster has read himself 
out of the party by his pronouncement 
against Gould. The Republican candi- 
date was expected tonight to show 
unusual strength in his native Aroos- 
took county. 


Only the One Contest. 


The polls close throughout ‘the 
State at 6 p. m. tomorrow. Although 
there is only one contest, a heavy vote 
was looked for because of the events 
of the past week. 

Gov. Brewster this afternoon issued 
a statement to answer the question 
which had been raised, in view of his 
opposition and denunciation of Mr. 
Gould, as to what his action would be 
in regard to the issuance of an elec- 
tion certificate if Mr. Gould is elected. 

“So far as my action is concerned,” 
said Gov. Brewster, “‘the usual elec- 
tion certificate will be issued in the 
regular course to the successful can- 
didate as soon as the returns are at 
hand. The duties of the governor and 
council in dealing with election re- 
turns are clearly defined and will be 
scrupulously carried out. The recent 
issuance of a certificate in the elec- 
tion of the sheriff of Kennebec county 
is a case in point.

CHILD LABOR REVEALS 


——IGGEST DECREASE HERE 


67.5 Per Cent Drop in Num- 
ber Entering Work Is 
U. S. Record. 


STATES SHOW INCREASE 


Washington last year showed the 
largest decrease in the United States in 
the number of children between 14 and 
16 years of age entering regular em- 
ployment for the first time, according 
to the annual report of Secretary of 
Labor James J. Davis, made public yes- 
terday. 

The decrease of 67.5 per cent here, 
compares with substantial increases in 
child labor in 8 of the 12 States and 
23 of the 28 cities having populations 
of 100,000 or more. From time records 
and other sources of information was 
obtained showing that many children 
were employed for excessivély long 
hours, while night work was reported 
for a considerable number. 

Secretary Davis attributes the de- 
crease in child labor in Washington to 
the amendment to the compulsory 
school attendance law of the District 
of Columbia, effective February 4, 


1925, which requires a child to remain | 


in schoo] up to the age of 16 unless he | 


has completed the eighth grade. 


Yale Shopping Laggards 


Men are the greatest offenders in 
last-minute Christmas shopping,

BORDER PATROL AIDS 
DRY LAW, SAYS DAVIS 


160 Men Added and 800 More 
Miles Watched, Report 
Declares. 


The border patrol, in existence two 
years, not only has been a great deter- 
rent to alien smuggling but it has 
been an aid in prohibition enforce- 
ment and in enforcing the customs 


laws, according to Secretary of Labor 
James J. Davis. 

“The second year of the existence of 
the coast and land border patrol,” says 
Secretary Davis in his annual report, 
“has fully justified expectations. It 
has been possible to enlarge this force 
from 472 to 632 men, an increase of 
160 during the period covered by this 
report. 

“As a result of its activities the 
wholesale smuggling of aliens practical- 
ly has been eliminated and organized 
smuggling kept within very narrow 
limits. Substantial progress has been 
made in organizing the force; an addi- 
tional 800 miles of coast line has been 
covered by patrol inspection. A super- 
visor now is assigned to the northern 
boundary and one to the southern 
boundary to coordinate activities. 
Seizures valued at $946,000 were made, 
and 5,580 persons were apprehended. 
There were 331 smugglers arrested, and 
conviction followed in 100 cases.”

PAINLEVE CARRIES VOTE 


Paris, Nov. -28 (By A. P.).—The 
French pollu will have to worry ae 
for another year on pay amounting to 
a little less than 1 cent a day. 

Antimilitarists .proposed in_ the 
chamber of deputies that the stipend 
be increased to two francs instead of 
the present rate of 25 centimes. The 
nationalists afforded the unusual spec- 
tacle of voting against the conscripts, 
and defeated the proposed increase. The 
proposal was regarded as a communist 
maneuver to obstruct adoption of the 
budget. 

The increase would have involved 
added expenditure of 340,000 francs. 
The government opposed it because of 
lts policy of resisting any increases in 
the appropriations. 

The communists and socialists then 
joined forces to prevent calling out 
reservists to the number of 182,000 for 
the usual yearly drills. The chamber 
rallied to the government’s call for a 
vote of confidence and defeated the 
communist motion by a large majority. 

It was the first time in the history of 
the French parliament that the ex- 
treme left of the chamber made a fight 
to increase the army appropriation, and 
the first time the moderates and na- 
tionalists voted against generosity to 
the soldiers. 

Eventual reduction of the army un- 
der arms from 640,000 to about 400,000 
will be considered separately in bills 
introduced by the Painleve government.

She told the Jewish business lead- 
ers of Washington plainly that it was 
only a matter of chance that they 
themselves were not the ones in need 
of assistance, and that those for whom 
help is asked were not the ones to 
whom the appeal was made. 

Jews who now are reduced to the 
most abject misery, she declared, ure 
persons who a few years ago were 
founders of institutions. and benefac- 
tors of others. It is no fault of theirs, 
she said, that they suffer now, but the 
fault, for the most part, of political 
conditions which have changed the 
face of Europe. 

She told of unheard of sacrifices, in 
which the father of a family, the 
mother having died, would commit sui- 
cide solely in order that his children 
might take the status of orphans, and 
thereby receive a semblance of care 
that would otherwise be denied them.

Armenta Reaches Guaymas|

Cape Indian Opponents. 


OBREGON IN CONFERENCE 


(Special. Cable Dispatch.) 

Guaymas, Nov. 28.—With 500 troops 
destined to fight the revolting Indians 
in the Magdalena district of this state, 
‘Gen. Augustin Olachea, who reached 
here to defeat the Yaquis on the south- 
ern front weeks ago, passed through 
here on his way back north. Gen. 
Olachea knows the Indian country and 
the Yaqui mode of fighting. The 
Yaquis are active near Coco Spera, 
gathering corn and robbing cattle from 
the ranches’ about. 

A report here says the Yaquis are 
aided hy the revolutionists from the 
upper Yaqui valley and others from 
western Chihuahua. Gen. Olachea is 
going after these bands. Gen. Olachea 
is said to be moving cavalry to a 
northern military camp. These will 
make his force formidable. It is re- 
ported in military circles here today 
that the general’s movement is the be- 
ginning of an advance all along the 
line upon the Yaquis as a result of the 
conference between Gen. Francisco 
Manzo, commander of the forces op- 
erating against the Yaquis, and former 
President Obregon, at Navouao. 

Today the Mexican army boat Pro- 
greso reached here with a heavy cargo 
of war materials, including dynamite, 
airplanes from Mexico City, rifles, ma-

BRINGS QUICKENING 
OF RETAIL TRADE 


Approach of the Inventory 
Season Sees Wholesale 
Lines Slacken. 


RAILROADS PLACING 
BIG EQUIPMENT ORDERS 


Smoothness of Year-End Ad- 
justments Reveal Gen- 
eral Stability. 


New York, Nov. 28 (By the Associated 
Press.)\—A quickening of retail trade 
coincident with the start of holiday 
buying and a slackening of wholesale 
operations due to the approach of the 
inventory season were contrasting fea- 
tures of last week's business activities. 
Few changes of importance were noted 
in the industrial situation, aside from 


the seasonal let-down in production. 

With the end of the year in sight, it 
has become increasingly apparent that 
new high records would be established 
in the sales and earnings of many im- 
portant companies, with an aggregate 
industrial output of impressive pro- 
portions. In some cases disappointing 
autumn business was more than offset 
by an unusually active summer. 

The underlying stability of condi- 
tions has been emphasized by the 
smoothness with which year-end re- 
adjustments are being made. Another 
big jump in the government’s cotton 
crop forecast to nearly 18,500,000 bales 
failed to disturb the market's equillib- 
rium, and was even followed by im- 
provement in the price of the staple. 
Emergency measures already have been 
effective in halting the threatened 
market disruption and in steadying 
conditions in the textile field. 


Auto Sales Increase. 


Sales of automobiles recently have 
shown a tendency to increase despite 
further curtailment of production. The 


last week or two of the year probably 
will find many plants closed down for 
inventories and for changes in models 
preliminary to the opening of the au- 
tomobile shows. Prospects of more in- 
_tensive competition next year were 
brougnt before the industry by persist- 
ent reports that Henry Ford would en- 
ter the six and eight cylinder fields. 

Railroad earnings for October in 
some cases have been disappointing. 
although increases so far have out- 
numbered declines. Freight traffic 
meanwhile has begun to fall off, al- 
though not in sufficient volume to 
have any serious effect. Millions of 
dollars were added to the wage bills of 
the railroads last week through in- 
creases in the pay of shopmen. An- 
other important wage question, involv- 
ing conductors and trainmen, is to be 
decided by arbitrators early next 
month. 

The prosperous condition of most 
railroads led last week to the placing 
of large orders for equipment. One of 
the leading manufacturers reported 
that it had four miles of locomotives 
to build and a steady flow of contracts 
for other types of rolling stock passed 
from the carriers to the equipment 
companies. 


Steel Industry Quiet. 


Developments affecting the petro- 
leum, sugar and copper markets were 
mainly favorable. Strenuous efforts 
are being made to reduce the crude oil 
output, in some cases through prorat- 
ing agreements. The restriction of the 
Cuban sugar crop continued to send 
prices for this commodity up to new 
high levels for the year. Underlying 
conditions in the copper trade re- 
mained satisfactory, although British 
interests withdrew from the recently 
formed international export association.

BONDS AT HIGH LEVELS; 
MONEY GROWS EASIER 


Huge Investable Surplus in 
Country Shown by Past 
Week’s Trading. 


U. S. ISSUES IN DEMAND 


New York, Nov. 28 (By the Associated 
Press.)-—Bond prices worked-into new 
high territory last week, although trad- 
ing, interrupted by the Thanksgiving 
holiday, provided no spectacular fea- 
tures. Relaxing money conditions, cou- 
pled with predictions of a lower Fed- 
eral reserve rediscount rate before the 
end of the year, continued to stimulate 
buying. 

The tendency of investment funds to 
seek an outlet in the highest grade se- 
curities proved beneficial to United 
States government bonds. All of the 
Treasury issues mounted to new top 
prices for the year, and Liberty bonds 
scored substantial gains on a large 
turnover. A large financing operation 
by the Treasury is expected next 
month. 

The rise of prices during the period 
when the seasonal demand for money is 
normally heaviest furnished striking 
evidence of the huge investable sur- 
plus of the American people, the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce pointed out 
in its monthly review. Prime railroad 
bonds, it was explained, had reached 
a level where the yields approximated 
those of the years immediately preced- 
ing the world war, with yields in gen- 
eral undergoing a fundamental down- 
ward adjustment. 

In addition to United States govern- 
ment obligations, the best exhibitions 
of group strength were given by cop- 
per, sugar and public utility bonds, 
particularly the local traction issues. 
The projection of a unified transit plan 
promoted accumulation of New York 
city subway and street railway liens, 
while trade developments favored the 
industrial issues. Railroad bonds 
marked time, pending further reports 
on October earnings, some of which 
were disappointing. 

The most important development in 
the fleld of new financing was the sale 
of a $20,000,000 loan for the city of 
Yokohama, marking the third step in 
the Japanese reconstruction program 
which was launched with a $150,000,- 
000 imperial government loan two years 
ago. The city’s 6 per cent bonds were 
offered on approximately the same 
yield basis as the government's 6% per 
cent issue, and quickly commanded a 
premium above the offering price. 

Because of the holiday, several bond 
issues were withheld from the market, 
but the week’s total of $75,000,000 com- 
pared favorably with the previous 
week’s offerings of $55,000,000. A nom- 
inal public sale of a $120,000,000 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
debenture issue will be made this week.

138,591 Will Be Issued for 
Quarterly Dividend Total 
of $8,655,000. 


WHOLE WORLD REACHED 


Checks for the largest quarterly divi- 
dend. disbursement in the history of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, will be mailed to- 
day by the company’s treasury depart- 
ment in Philadelphia, totaling 138,591 
in number, the checks fill 38 govern- 
ment mail sacks. The aggregate 
amount is $8,655,000. 


These checks comprise the first pay- 
ment of dividend at the new rate of 
1% per cent quarterly (equivalent to 
7 per cent annually), as recently de- 
clared by the board of directors. This 
disbursement also is the 177th dividend 
paid by the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 
It continues the company’s unbroken 
record of paying a cash return to its 
stockholders in every year since it was 
incorporated in 1846. 

Preparation of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road dividend checks requires the serv- 
ices of a special clerical force, varying 
in number from 20 to 100, for approxi- 
mately three weeks. Each check bears 
the facsimile signature of the com- 
pany’s treasurer, H. H. Lee, and is coun- 
tersigned by one of three assistant 
cashiers who use signograph 
signing ten checks at a time. 
total work of signing is equivalent to 
70 full days, of eight hours each, for 
one man writing with an ordinary pen. 

Instead of postage stamps, a mail 
metering machine is used, which seals 
and stamps each envelope under a per- 
mit number of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. This saves the company’s forces 
the work of sealing the envelopes and 
affixing the stamps, and the postoffice 
the work of cancelling the stamps. The 
only work required of the Postoffice au- 
thorities, after the mail sacks are turn- 
ed over to them, is that of assorting, 

All the checks, with the exception 
of those intended for foreign countries, 
are delivered to the Postoffice in a sin- 
gle day. Foreign checks are sent out 
earlier, in order to reach stockholders 
&s nearly as possible on November 80, 
the date when the dividend is payable. 

These quarterly dividends go to 
stockholders in every State of the 
Union.

America Is Hope of Church, 
Bishop Darst Says in 
Crusade Plea. 


VESTED CHOIR OF 500 
SINGS FOR VAST THRONG 


Age Without Discipline or Re- 
straint, Evangelism Com- 
mittee Holds. 


Nearly 6,500 persons attended the ad- 
vent missionary mass meeting of the 
Episcopal diocese of Washington held 
last night in the Washington audito- 
rium under the auspices of the field de- 
partment of the diocesan council with 
the cooperation of the Laymen’s Service 
association. Bishop James E. Freeman 
presided. The vested choirs of the dio- 
cese were massed in a choir of more 
than 500 persons. 

The meeting was opened with pray- 
ers led by the Rt. Rev. Philip M. Rhine- 
lander. The Scripture lesson was read 
by the Rt. Rev. Thomas Campbell Darst, 
bishop of the diocese of East Carolina 
and chariman of the national commit- 
tee on evangélism of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Bishop Darst also 
was the principal speaker. 

In making his plea for support of 
the bishop’s crusade, a campaign for 
& more thorough realization of the 
spiritual things of life, the bishop said: 

“America is the only country with un- 
touched manpower and wealth, and for 
that reason America is God's last hope 
to save the world. With our sentiment 
we must have sacrifice, for the greatest 
success is obtained in working for 
Christ only through sacrifice.” 


Explains Bishop’s Crusade. 

He then explained the _ bishop's 
crusade, saying it would be carried on 
throughout the entire country in an 
effort to awaken a spiritual revival of 
Christian spirit. 

The bishop has been released from 
the duties of his parish to prepare for 
the crusade. He is making his head- 
quarters at the Washington cathedral 
during the campaign. 

The closing prayer and benediction 
were bestowed by Bishop Freeman, fol- 
lowing which the nearly 100 clergymen 
and the massed choir passed in reces- 
sional from the auditorium. The speak-~- 
ers’ voices were relayed through ampli- 
fiers so that all present could hear. 


License Takes Liberty’s Place. 


New York, Nov. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Precipitation of a condition striking at 
the very fundamentals of the existing 
social order is threatened by “an age 
without discipline or self-imposed re- 
straint,” in the belief of a committee 
on evangelism of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. “License has come to take 
the place of liberty, and the well or- 
dered disciplines of domestic and social 
life are not only disregarded but de- 
fied.’’ the commission asserted today. 

The commission's views were includ- 
ed in an announcement that all-day 
prayer services in the Episcopal church- 
es throughout the country will be held 
Tuesday for the success of a nation- 
wide crusade, beginning January 6, “to 
reawaken the entire membership of the 
church to its Christian obligations.” 

The movement will be known as the 
bishops’ crusade. National headquarters 
will be opened in Washington, and 
meetings and conferences conducted by 
200 leaders in the church will be held 
through January and February at 
. “strategic points” throughout the coun- 
try.

“Rudolph Valentino did not believe 
in spirit messages,’’ she said. “He was 
intelligent and if he had lived the 
world would have heard of kim in 
other ways. Even if such messages 
were received, they should have been 
too sacred to broadcast.”

Here is a screen story that may jus- 
tifiably be termed “magnificent,” for, 
take it from any angle, it measures up 
to that word. 

The story is one of mother love and 
a mother’s sacrifices for her daugh- 
ter. It does not play far and wide on 
the emotions; rather does it cling 
tenaciously to the central idea from 
the opening of the velvet draperies to 
the last fadeout. 

A young man of a respected and 
wealthy family on the eve of his en- 
gagement to his childhood sweetheart 
and playmate, finds his father dead 
by his own hand, an embegziler. The 
young scion—Stephen Dallas-—buried 
himself from the world in a factory 
town. He climbs; his sweetheart of 
happier days marries another man. 
Dallas in time marries the daughter 
of a: factory worker. She bears him 
one child—a daughter. The mother 
and father drift apart gently. They 
do not separate; she only remains in 
the small town among the friends of 
life, devoting her years to the ad- 
vancement of her child in the world. 
As the years advance greater sacri- 
fices are demanded of the mother; she 
meets- them unflinchingly. 

The title role—Stella Dallas—is 
Played by Belle Bennett—played 
superbly, with fire and understanding. 
The consistency of her acting and in- 
terpretation of the role of Laurel's 
mother, from the crib to the altar, is, 
perhaps, unexcelled, dramatically, on 
the American screen. 

Miss Bennett has excellent support 
in Ronald Coleman, as her upper-class 
husband; Jean Hershollt as Ed Munn, 
riding academy instructor and friend, 
and Alice Joyce as Mrs. Morrison—first 
love of Stephen Dallas.

“Passing Show of 1926” 
Now Doing Duty at Poli’s 


Far-Famed Winter Garden 


Spectacle Takes Up Stand 


on the Avenue With Wealth of Vaudeville - 
Talent Featured. 


Along toward the tail-end of “The 
Passing Show of 1926,” making its 
Washington debut at Poli’s Pennsyl- 
vania avenue playhouse, Ted Healey, 
featured comedian, rises to remark: “If 
we aren't sent to jail for some of these 
sketches, we're lucky.” ‘Theodore spake 
the truth! 

Aside from its terrible sketches— 
only the authors know who wrote them 
—"The Passing Show of 1926’ is pass- 
able entertainment; vaudeville on what 
might be termed the grand scale. 

All the old headliners, near-head- 
liners, top-notchers and low-rungers 
are there—acts that have seen service 
on the Keith-Albee, the Loew and other 
circults—from brother and sister acts 
to the inevitable athletic turn that 
sometimes closes the show. Even Wal- 
ter Kelly, “The Virginia Judge,” who 
tells stories of Judge Brown's court in 
Tidewater, Va., manages to get wedged 
in between specialties. 

Vaudeville patrons, rubbing their 
eyes, will wonder just where they are— 
if, perchance, they drop in at Poll’s 
during the week’s run of “The Passing 
Show.” In New York it might resemble 
the Palace; in Washington, Keith's. 

For some reason, first-nighters at the 
old op’ry house found the going not 60 
good. As it descended upon the last 
number not even a ripple of applause 
greeted the troupers on stage. 

Heavens! What a show town is Wash- 
ington! No wonder actors and actresses 
hate to leave Broadway. Or was it the 
offering? There must be some explana- 
tion. Perhaps it was because Ted 
Healey and his good wife, Betty, have 


aired their tricks of trade too long in 
the local concert halls. Perhaps it is 
that “Artists and Models,” and other 
big revues have taken the edge off suc- 
cessors in the fleld. Perhaps this is not 
the open season for sketches such as 
those brought out of the memory books 
last night. Whatever the reason, “The 
Passing Show” failed {0 its opening ses- 
sion through no faglit of the chorus 
ladies; as goodly a gathering of chor- 
ines as eVer trinped the light fantastic 
—and in one number, particularly, six- 
teen of these lithe limbed lassies out- 
shone the principals. 


With a wealth of material such as 
this, undoubtedly the first night audi- 
ence was to blame for a poor reception. 
Several of the musical numbers are ex- 
cellent. Some of the scenic effects are 
exquisite. Grace Hayes, who has in 
years agone charmed her hearers encore 
after encore, is there—and does her 
stuff well. There are dancers in untold 
numbers; uke strumming, plain and 
fancy singing; but all to little or no 
avail. Probably, again, because of those 
sketches. They throw a damper on the 
sensibilities—a call .or the shock 
troops, or absorbers. 

The verdict must be: With all the 
good spots in “The Passing Show” the 
offending and offensive sketches are to 
blame—one of them outstandingly. 
Again, it may be that the revue, as a 
revue, is passing—along with 
Passing Show of 1926.” The year, in 
truth, is at the end of its tether. So, 
perhaps, this late tenant of the famed 
Winter Garden.

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“The Last of Mrs. Cheyney,” which, 
happily, got its start in the local the- 
atrical cosmos a brief season ago, is 
back again at the National, as fresh 
as ever and clicking, so to speak, on 
all cylinders.

“The Last of Mrs. Cheyney” tells the 
story of the high-life of the sophisti- 
cated second-story man, or woman, to 
admirable perfection. Briefly, Mrs. 
Cheyney is introduced as a house guest 
at a Mrs. Webley’s—there is a string 
of pearls, of course, to be stolen—and 
there is the very sprprising turn of the 
story whereby milord makes an honest 
person of poor Mrs. Cheyney and, 
when the curtain is lowered on act 
three, he is about to make her Lady 

illiing by way of recompense. 
ry onansnibee fact about “The 
Last of Mrs. Cheyney” is the excellence 
in casting the piece. Ina. Claire has 
created a part equal to the finest im-~- 
personations on the native stage. She 
gives a flawless performance. Roland 
Young, as the sophisticated Lord Dill- 
ing, shares honors with Miss Claire. He, 
the suave gentleman lady killer, ls 
convincing, as he is excellent. James 
Dale, who undertakes the role of the 
beloved bad man, is excellent and 
reaches rather goodly heights in his last 
few minutes of the last act. Nancy 
Ryan, as Lady Houghton, has a charm- 
ing lisp and manner that identifies her 
with the part. Lionel Pape, Marguerite 
Adamson, Herbert Bunston and Wini- 
fred Harris stand out, perhaps, a bit 
stronger than their fellows, but, all told, 
the cast is as fine an aggregation of 
thespians as has graced the local boards 
this season. 

To sum up the evening’s offering it 
might be said that “The Last of Mrs. 
Cheyney” compares favorably with the 
best—it is bright as to dialogue, 
charming as to plot, flawless as to in- 
terpretation and, in short, a very supe~ 
rior sort of stage presentation in these 


godless times. 


The bill at the Earle this week can 
rank with the best ones of the season. 
Of three possible headliners, the “Voices 
of America” are best. A large cast of 
20 in three scenes contribute songs, 
dances and comedy to the program. 
The chorus, the solos, the dances are 
all good; the dence by Mills and Shea 
was most entertaining. 

Unique and enjoyable is the “satire 
upon famous men, past and present,” 
which Transfigurator Fulgora offers. All 
his characters, which were made in 4a 
more or less enlightening manner, are 
creditable, but those of Gen. Pershing 
and David Lloyd George are best. 

Everett Sanderson, with four support- 
ers, entertains with songs, dances and 
music, the last being given prominence.

NOT READY FOR WAR, 
DECLARES IRELAND 


Less Prepared Than Beforer 


Conflict With Germany, 
He Asserts. 


SAYS IT COULD NOT MAN 
SINGLE HOSPITAL TRAIN 


Annual Report Asks Legisla- 
tive Aid to Permit of 
Larger Personnel. 


Requesting legislative relief permit- 
ting a larger personnel for the army 
medical service, Maj. Gen. Merritte W. 
Ireland, surgeon general, in his annual 
report, made public yesterday, declared 
in his opinion “the medical department 
is less prepared for field service than 
before the war with Germany.” 


“Without abandoning the larger part 
of its present and vitally necessary 
fixed hospitalization,” he said, “the 
medical department could not today 
man a single surgical hospital, evacua- 
tion hospital, hospital train or any 
other of the agencies necessary for con- 
ducting a proper evacuation service in 
the field.” 

There were 6,726 persons admitted 
to treatment at Walter Reed General 
hospital during the last calendar year, 
the report shows. Of the admissions, 
2,061 were beneficiaries of the veterans’ 
bureau and 1,563 dependents of military 
personnel, and other civilians. 

Of this number, and 1,005 remaining 
at the end of the former year, 2,171 
were restored to duty; 2,651 veterans’ 
bureau patients were discharged; 1,586 
civilians were discharged; 45 military, 
79 veterans’ bureau and 66 civilian pa- 
tients, a total of 190, died; 47 were 
transferred to other hospitals, and 295 
discharged on certificate of disability. 
At the end of the year, 891 still re- 
mained in the hospital. 


February Heavy Month. 


February was the heaviest month 
for illness, there being 1,079 beds oc- 
cupied, and November, the lightest, 
891. 

The medical service of the hospital 
occupied 25 wards and the surgical 
service, 22. With one exception, all 
medical wards were in temporary 
wooden structures and while they are 
fairly satisfactory, they required con- 
stant attention and frequent repairs. 
Three million dollars worth of im- 
provement is under way at the hospital 
since the period of the report, how- 
ever. 

Experience with insulin in the treat- 
ment of diabetes at the hospital was 
especially satisfactory and no deaths 
from this disease occurred, although 
there were many serious cases under 
treatment. Two patients were admit- 
ted in coma, and another became 
comataose while in the hospital. In 
all three, the prompt use of insulin 
proved to be a life-saving measure.

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ANOTHER GOVERNMENT IN MEXICO. 


Politicians in the Mexican congress and 
newspapers in Mexico under the Calles influ- 
ence are breathing death and slaughter against 
the United States because it insists that 
American property rights shall be respected. 
The usual cry is raised that the United States 
lusts for Mexican territory and is seeking an 
excuse to invade that country, and notice is 
given that the Mexican flag will fly so long as 
there is a Mexican living to defend it. 

Intelligent Mexicans know that their coun- 
try is in no danger of invasion by the United 
States, for a good and sufficient reason: The 
people of the United States are as much op- 
posed to invasion as the Mexican people can 
possibly be. 

The warning given by Secretary Kellogg to 
the Mexican government carries no threat of 
war. There is, however, an intimation that 
Mexico’s insistence upon executing a policy 
that would mean the confiscation of American- 
owned property, lawfully acquired, will re- 
sult in the withdrawal of recognition 
of the Calles regime as the  govern- 
ment of Mexico. The United States govern- 
ment could not do anything else. Its recog- 
nition of Gen. Obregon was conditioned upon 
the explicit declaration of respect for Ameri- 
can rights, confirmed by an exchange of notes 
preceding the appointment of Ambassadors. 
Violation of that agreement would make it 
impossible for the’ United States to treat fur- 
ther with the Mexican regime perpetrating the 
outrage, as no reliance could be placed upon 
its assurances or undertakings, and American- 
owned property to the value of nearly $1,000,- 
would be undergoing confiscation. 
This property consists of ranches, mines, oii 
lands, public utilities and valuable rights of 
various kinds acquired under Mexican law. 

Tolerance by the United States government 
of the Calles program of confiscation, result- 
ing in the robbery of thousands of American 
citizens, would be the signal for universal con- 
fiscation of American-owned property through- 
out the world wherever a government happened 
40 be as base and rapacious as that of Mexico. 
The United States would stand out as the only 
civilized government in the world which failed 
to protect its citizens. 

There would be no necessity for the use of 
force in protecting American citizens in Mexico 
in the event of an attempt by the Calles gov- 
ernment to execute the scheme of confiscation 
under the guise of law. Withdrawal of rec- 
ognition would be effectual. The Calles gov- 
ermment is now sustained in power by the 
United States. Mexicans who have been 
robbed by their own government, and who 
would eagerly organize to overthrow it and 
establish a decent government in its place, 
are prevented by the United States from ob- 
‘taining war material in this country, while 
Calles is freely permitted to obtain such ma- 
terial. The military forces of Mexico are 
argely antagonistic to the Calles regime, and 
would overthrow it on their own motion if it 
were not supported by the United States. 

The moment is at hand when it will be de- 
termined whether the present government of 
Mexico is to observe its solemn obligations 
and the rights acquired under its own laws, 
or whether it will cast aside the pretense of 
being civilized and proceed to rob all foreign- 
ers of,their property. The Calles government 
says, in effect, ‘I have made laws which will 
rob foreigners if executed, but I have not be- 
gun to execute those laws; wait until I have 
robbed you, and then you can protest to my 
courts, and if they decide against me you 
will regain your rights.”” The United States 
says: ‘“‘If you ‘execute the laws you have made 
you will no longer be recognized as the gov- 
ernment of Mexico.”’ 

Calles, with the United States and all other 
governments supporting him, is very powerful 
in Mexico; but Calles, repudiated by all for- 
eign governments and detested by the people 
he has wronged, would soon be powerless. An 
other government in Mexico would set him 
aside.

4g 
“It is very easy, e report, to assert that 
hhenever there is « surplus for export, the 40- 
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domestic prices of agricultural commodities 
are controlled by a variety of factors, sucl as 
production in the United States, the world 
markets, and the crisis in European markets. 

Recently, says the report, when the Ameri- 
can farmers were claiming that Liverpool 
prices controlled American prices, British deal- 
ers were asserting that prices were fixed.in the 
United States. 

The committee made an examination of 
statistics covering seven basic agricultural 
products and found that the foreign price, as a 
rule, had little or nothing to do with domestic 
prices, except in so far as world supply affected 
all prices. Thus another economic theory is 
shattered. 


“WHAT AILS THE SOUTH.” 


Cotton growers who own radio sets had the 
opportunity to learn from the lips of Secretary 
Jardine himself just what he considers to be 
the best settlement of the question as to ‘‘what 
ails the cotton market.’’ Mr. Jardine was 
talking in his office in the Mall to a represen- 
tative cotton farmer. There was a microphone 
present, and the whole cotton belt had an 
opportunity to “tune in.” 

Mr. Jardine agreed with his visitor that the 
present situation is undoubtedly due to over- 
production. But he insisted that the remedy 
can be secured only when bankers, merchants 
and growers may by cooperation bring about a 
safe farming policy in the South. It was 
brought out that with 75 per cent of the cotton 
acreage of last year the world’s requirements 
for American cotton can be supplied. It was 
further shown that the cotton acreage has 
been increased nearly 60 per cent in recent 
years. The Secretary declared that the banker 
must be convinced that so long as the farmer 
continues to devote his land to the cultivation 
of cotton and little besides it is unsafe to do 
business with the planter. He insisted that the 
farmer of the South must be taught the wis- 
dom of raising food for himself and his family. 

Mr. Jardine does not advise the Southern 
agriculturist to turn entirely or even largely 
to other cash crops. But no farmer can go 
wrong by providing home grown products for 
his family, including live stock, and a little 
something to sell besides cotton. 

“The whole problem of adjusted produc- 
tion,’’ said Secretary Jardine, ‘‘rests in the 
hands of the merchant and the banker, work- 
ing in close touch with the farmer and our 
Federal and State agricultural institutions.”’ 

An hour’s talk of this kind from a man who 
knows his subject will accomplish more than 
a ton of literature and a mile of statistics. 
The cotton planters of the South, owners and 
renters, will do well to heed the advice of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


~UNSIGHTLY SCHOOL GROUNDS. 


The local board of education believes that 
Congress has appropriated ample funds to take 
care of the school needs of the District, so far 
as housing of students is concerned. There 
have been no appropriations, however, to be 
applied to conditioning and beautifying the 
grounds around school buildings. Fortunately 
the board realizes that the condition is serious, 
and has appointed a special committee to re- 
port on a concrete working plan of school beau- 
tification to be presented to Congress for its 
approval. 

The grounds around most of the new schools 
are in disgraceful condition. Instead of wide 
lawns, surrounded by shrubbery and trees, the 
school yards are barren stretches of unsodded 
Clay, dusty and unhealthy during dry spells 
and covered with puddles of muddy water for 
days after even light .rains. The new health 
school on Upshur street, near Fourteenth, is a 
glaring example of the conditions which must 
be corrected. This school was constructed 
after much thought and planning, designed to 
be the model institution from the health stand- 
point for the entire country. The building it- 
self fulfills all expectations, but the condition 
of the grounds, for the improvement of which 
no funds are available, decorated with holes, 
uneven drainage, and hard, barren ground, 
ruins the other features of the school. Before 
this building can be exhibited’to the country 
as a model institution the school yard must 
be put in condition. 

Beautification of school grounds is important 
from several standpoints. Primarily, to the 
average citizen the neighborhood schoolhouse 
represents organized government. It is the 
one outstanding example to him that his tax 
dollar is being spent in part at least for his 
benefit. A beautiful building, well equipped 
and placed in artistic surroundings, makes him 
feel that his taxes have been expended wisely. 
If the building or grounds are not up to par, 
however, he can not help but begrudge the tax 
assessment. 

Furthermore, aside from the health stand- 
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point, it is important that the child, attending 
School during the years in which character is 
being forméd, be surrounded to as great a de- 
gree as possible with beauty. Squalidness of 
any sort invariably leaves an evil effect. Beau- 
tiful school grounds on the other hand nat only 
influence the development of an esthetic sense, 
but also reap their own reward in increased in- 
terest in the school. : 

The committee undoubtedly realizes these 
matters, and should have little trouble in im- 
pressing them on Congress. There should be 
no delay, however, in obtaining proper author- 
ity to place school grounds in proper condition. 


JUNFOR COLLEGES. 


delphia last Friday, Dr. Livingston Farrand, 
president of Cornell university, took occasion 
to advocate the establishment of so-called jun- 
ior colleges. Institutions of this sort, taking 
the place of the freshman and sophomore years 
at college, have been highly successful in the 
West, but so far are little known to the Eastern 
section of the country.

-Many are unable to meet the require- 
ments and are forced to drop their pursuit of 
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former belong the two under classes, to the 
latter the juniors and seniors. The freshman 
and sophomore classes are placed under the 
jurisdiction of a separate dean, and the method 
of handling and teaching these students is 
radically different from the treatment accorded 
the two upper classes. This then is the junior 
college idea which Dr. Farrand would place 
under a separate roof and on a separate cam- 
pus, under the jurisdiction of local school 
boards. 

During the last session of Congress the idea 
was presented at the Capitol by the Manor 
Park Citizens association. A resolution was 
presented asking that the plan be adopted, and 
after a hearing before the House District sub- 
committee action was deferred until the com- 
ing session. The Manor Park body has an- 
nounced that it will renew its efforts this 
winter to have the bill passed. Since a junior 
college would be of inestimable value to the 
youth of Washington, and would be a fine 
modern addition to the public school system 
of the District, it is to be hoped that the Dill 
will be passed. 
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LAFAYETTE SQUARE. 


The rights of the Federal government to the 
water front property in the city of Washington 
are to be determined by the courts in suits 
that are now pending. The Secretary of the 
Treasury, as custodian of the real estate hold- 
ings of the United States, recently called on the 
Department of Justice for all available data in 
that department having a bearing on the ques- 
tion of ownership of the lands within the Dis- 
trict bordering on the river. : 

Responding to this request the Department 
of Fustice has furnished a great deal of in- 
formation bearing on the quéstion at issue, and 
at the same time adds several chapters to the 
early history of Washington. 

Among the papers submitted are transcripts 
of the text of L’Enfant’s reports, and others 
showing how President Washington determined 
upon the exact location of the city, together 
with the proceedings he had with the owners 
of the lands included in the District. There 
is also a reproduction of a map found in the 
archives of the land commissioner of Maryland 
at Annapolis which includes a delineation of 
the original outlines of the city on its water 
frontage. 

Aside from the value of the documents in 
connection with the title to the lands border- 
ing the Potomac, the report throws new light 
on the reason why New York and Pennsyl- 
vania avenues do not intersect in front of the 
White House, as provided in the L’Enfant plan. 
It discloses that the original surveyors neg- 
lected the field work and made their compu- 
tations without actual measurements, and those 
computations did not work out. Many of the 
city squares had to be remeasured. In order 
to provide sufficient open space in front of 
the President’s house additional land had to 
be taken from the property of George David- 
son. The change in original plans brought on 
a contest over the question as to whether or 
not the United States had properly acquired 
the square which bears the name of Lafayette. 
This question was finally decided in favor of 
the government by the Supreme Court, in the 
case of Van Ness against the city of Wash- 
ington. 

The report of the Department of Justice of- 
fers material aid to the attorneys and the court 
in deciding whether or not title to the Potomac 
water front is vested in the United States.

FIVE-DAY WEEK IN ENGLAND. 


The annual report of the chief inspector of 
factories and workshops in England contains 
a section devoted to hours of employment, in 
which attention is called to the prevalence of 
a working-day shorter than the law requires. 

Even ‘where a 60-hour week is permissible, 
the 48-hour week ‘‘appears to be almost uni- 
versal.’’ However, in many lines of industry 
a large proportion of the workers have a week 
of less than 48 hours. 

A five-day week has been introduced in many 
factories, but it appears to have been intro- 
duced because of depression, and a period of 
good trade will be necessary before the five- 
day week can be thoroughly tested. Various 
reasons for reducing the working days are of- 
fered, such as reduction of overhead, oppor- 
tunity for cleaning and repairing machinery, 
and overhauling plant.. It is also claimed that 
the output on Saturday has been unsatisfac- 
tory, and that another day’s rest will increase 
efficiency. : 

Both managers and employes seem to like 
the plan, since it offers more rest for employes 
and cuts down weekly operating expenses. 
However, it seems unlikely that a country like 
England, depending on large and cheap pro- 
duction, will generally adopt a five-day week 
plan in good times and under normal condi- 
tions. It would appear that the plan in that 
country is only an experiment, forced more 
or less by business depression. It offers no 
valuable information to Americans who seem 
to think it is feasible and economically sound.

WORK AS SUCIALIO! 
AT MEMORIAL HERE 


Eastern Teacher Says Leader 
Was Right in Trying to 
Soften Race Prejudices. 


CITES EFFORTS TO AID 
CHILDREN IN FACTORIES 


Dr. Norman Thomas Calls 
Dead. Man Prophet With 
Love for Individual. 


Eugene V. Debs, Socialist labor lead- 
er, was lauded yesterday by Henry 
Flury, Eastern High school teacher, 
who was attacked by Gen. Fries for 
his definition of socialism in a maga- 
zine, at a memorial meeting for Debs 
held yesterday afternoon in the Ma- 
sonic temple auditorium, Nearly 1,000 
persons attended the services. 

Flury said that he spoke as a citizen 
and a taxpayer. “I pay tribute to 
Debs,” he said, “as an educator of the 
working class, of the lowly, those who 
toil, those who dream and those whose 
dreams are unfulfilled, those whom 
Jesus of Nazareth came to save, those 
whom the church has forgotten. 

“Whether Debs was right or wrong 
in his proposal of a new social philoso- 
phy, time alone will tell—but that he 
was right in trying to soften racial 
prejudices, that he advocated self-sac- 
rifice for the welfare of all, that he 
dreamed of a world in which the class 
struggle no longer existed, in which 
there was a struggle or war of ideas, 
as Nietzsche suggests—not a struggle 
for profits which is the foundation of 
modern warfare,” he said. 


Taught Labor New Dignity. 


“We teachers, in theory, teach the 
dignity of labor in the class room; in 
practice many of us are snobs. Debs 
taught labor a new dignity—a real 
dignity, in fact. I put Debs in the 
same class as James Whitcomb Riley. 
He loved little children and wanted to 
take them out of the mines and fac- 
tories and put them in school. He 
was an inveterate foe of child labor. 
(Flury said he urged those present to 
go to their representatives in Congress 
and urge a child labor amendment to 
the constitution:) Fanatics like 
Henry Ford would separate the workers 
by fanning the flames of race hatred. 
Debs would unite them by softening 
race hatred.” Flury was not on the 
program but was asked to speak when 
discovered at the meeting. 

Dr. Norman Thomas, of New York, 
lauded Debs as a prophet who loved 
the individual as well as the multi- 
tude. “The secret of his greatness lay 
in his love for the individual as well 
as for humanity,” he said, “Debs had 
the soul of a prophet and the Kindli- 
ness of a lover of men. 


Admired by Judge Panken. 


Short memorial appreciations were 
given in Italian by G. Valenti, in 
Jewish by B. Meiman and for the 
negro race by L. M. Hershaw. C. M. 
Voltz, childhood playmate of Debs, and 
who visited him at Atlanta, also 
lauded Debs. 

Judge Jacob Panken, of New York, 
said he admired the spirit of Flury’s 
speech but that the idea of Washing- 
tonians going to Congress was laugh- 
able. “You are not feared by Con- 
gress,” he said, “because you have no 
than 500,000 
people who have no representation in 
the government of their affairs.” 

Frederick Heller acted as chairman 
of the meeting. Vocal selections were 
given by Miss Ray Palkin, soprano, ac- 
companied on the piano by Miss Ann 
Brinley. Miss Beulah Chambers played 
organ selections.

Nearly 1,000 Persons Throng 
New Building to Take Part 
in Exercises. 


SERVICES CONDUCTED 
- BY BISHOP M’DOWELL 


Efforts to Pay Debt on $250,- 
000 Structure to Begin 
Immediately. 


While a gathering of nearly 1,000 
persons crowded. the chapel and corri- 
dors and rooms opening into it, the 
new Methodist Home for the Aged, at 
Connecticut avenue and Ellicott street, 
was dedicated yesterday. 

The dedication service was conducted 
by Bishop William Fraser McDowell, of 
the Washington district of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. The words of 


the dedication were read alternately 
by Bishop McDowell and the congrega- 
tion. 

The presentation of the building was 
made by Irving O. Ball, chairman of 
the building committee, and Harry 
Hoskinson, president of the board of 
trustees, Ball presenting the building 
to Hoskinson, and he in turn present- 
ing it to Bishop McDowell. 

The new home, Hoskinson said, is 
a thing of which all Methodism can 
be proud, and he described it as one 
of the biggest accomplishments of its 
kihd in the history of Methodism. It 
was the ambition of workers, he said, 
to erect something which would bring 
honor and recognition to local Meth- 
odism among all those who gazed upon 
the achievement. 


Accept Debt Pledges. 


Bishop McDowell, in turn, declared 
the building could not properly be ac- 
cepted until it has been freed of the 
incumbrance of debt. Then, for a brief 
interval, contributions and pledges were 
received from the audience. The debt, 
it was explained, is approximately 
$100,000. Immediate efforts will be 
made to pay the debt. 

The building alone cost $250,000, it 
is said. It was built especially for old 
people, with spacious and sunny rooms, 
stairs easy of ascent, accommodations 
of all kinds fashioned with a view. to 
its purpose, and with a general cheer- 
ful atmosphere about its structure. 

Ball recited the various stages 
through which the home finally was 
realized. The building, he said, is 
fireproof. The site for the home was 
selected in 1920.

R. Earl Peters, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State committee, will go to 
Washington within a week or ten days 
to confer with Senator Peter Gerry, of 
Rhode Island, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Senatorial committee, 
over the possibility of contesting the 
election of Senator James E. Watson 
to the Senior senatorship from Indi- 
ana in the November 20 election, he 
said today. It has not been determin- 
ed definitely, the chairman said, ~ to 
contest the election of Senator Watson 
by what official figures showed to be 
a 11,383 majority over his opponent 
Albert B. Stump (Dem.), Indianapolis. 
However, it was said, a sufficient num- 
ber of alleged irregularities in the vot- 
ing, tabulation of votes, use of absent 
voters’ ballots and registration of vot- 
ers have been exposed in a half dozen 
populous counties to warrant the Na- 
tional senatorial committee in giving 
such a cause serious consideration. 

“Two or three counties remain to be 
investigated,"..Peters said, “and when 
that is completed and the evidence 
compiled, I will go to Washington to 
confer with the senatorial committee. 
Numerous absolute violations of the 
election laws come to my attention. 
Affairs are being checked carefully be- 
fore we proceed further. 

“After the election I was besieged by 
both Democrats and Republicans who 
sought an investigation, particularly 
of alleged abuses of absent voters’ bal- 
lots and of other supposed violations 
of the law in the matter of registering 
voters and tabulating returns. 

“I am no baby crying because we 
were apparently defeated. I simply feel 
that the voters are entitled to have 
their real choice for the long-term sen- 
atorship recognized. When affidavits 
are handed me and the State commit- 
tee orders an investigation, I have little 
alternative than to compile and verify 
such data as is presented to my atten- 
tion.”’ 

At a meeting two weeks ago, the 
Democratic State committee, taking 
cognizance of reports and affidavits of 
‘alleged fraud, ordered a preliminary in- 
vestigation of conditions surrounding 
voting at Gary, Muncie, Evansville, 
Terre Haute and a number of smaller 
communities. It was in Gary, Lake 
county, that Senator Watson received 
a majority in excess of 12,000. 

Investigation is now going forward 
in Hendricks county, adjacent to In- 
dianapolis, of alleged irregularities in 
she application for and issuance of ab- 
sent voters’ ballots to Republican 
workers, Peters said. 

In other counties, whick he did not 
specify, he said it had been called to 
his attention that Democrats reporting 
at voting places to cast their ballots 
found their names omitted from the 
precinct rolls, even though they as- 
serted they had qualified by voting in 
the last preceding general election and 
in the primary.

ACTRESS ASKS $500,000 
BALM OF SHOVEL KING 


Anne Caldwell’s Suit Opens 
in Pittsburgh Today 
Against Hubbard. 


JILTED, IS HER CLAIM 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Nov. 28—Anne Caldwell, 
Broadway actress, departed from New 
York today for Pittsburgh, Pa., to seek 
to convince a jury that John W. Hub- 
bard, the so-called “shovel king,” owes 
her an even half million as damages 


for a broken heart. To prove it, she 
is prepared to produce love letters, 
depositions and an array of witnesses 
from prominent social and artistic cir- 
cles. The musical comedy actress 
claims Hubbard, an elderly widower, 
promised to marry her and then 
changed his mind. The trial of Anne’s 
breach of promise suit against the 
Pittsburgh multimillionaire is sched- 
uled to begin in Pittsburgh tomorrow. 

Anne alleges that three years ago 
Hubbard discovered her modestly ap- 
plying herself to a career on the stage. 
He transplanted her to the world of 
the idle rich, and she went into train- 
ing for the role of the shovel king’s 
wife. She formed expensive tastes 
while Hubbard paid the bills. He 
paraded her as his flancee, according 
to Anne. She was taken by Hubbard, 
she asserts, to the most exclusive clubs 
in Pittsburgh and introduced to mil- 
lionaires. In Atlantic City, she says, 
he promised her—on January 10, 1922— 
that she would be installed legally as 
his queen of spades, but later changed 
his mind. He denies having asked her 
to be his wife or having given her an 
engagement ring.

| To King Lear Found 


Paris, Nov. 28 (By A. P.)—The widow 
of the late composer, Claude Debussy, 
has brought to light the manuscript of 
some incidental music for Shakes- 
-peare’s “King Lear,” written for a new 
translation of the tragedy in 1905, but 
laid aside and forgotten. 


Only two movements were completed, 
a fanfare scored for three trumpets, 
four horns, two harps, three kettle 
drums and one side drum, and a piece 
called “King Lear Asleep,” written for 
'strings, flute, horn and harp. The 
music, given its first performance by 
the Paddeloup orchestra, has all the 
charm and poetry associated with De- 
bussy’s manner.

It is often sound bidding for a 
player knowingly to overbid, offering 
to contract to take more tricks than 
he has any reason to believe his side 
could make. In other words, he courts 
@ ioss in order to keep the adversaries 
from making game. This is “flag fly- 
ing;” and, on the rubber game, to 
suffer an intentional loss rather than 
permit the adversaries to win the 250 
rubber bonus, is often a paying gambit. 
to illustrate; suppose that one partner- 
ship could make four Hearts but no 
more, and that the other could make 
four Spades but no more, and that 
the hands have been bid up to four 
Spades. A bid of five Hearts, although 
it might cost 100 less honors, would be 
sounder than to permit the four Spades 
to be played and the rubber to be 
later biding, be absolutely sound. 

Flag fiying is not, however, a prac- 
tice to be adopted by those who have 
not the bridge judgment to determine 
whether the adversaries will surely go 
game, and whether the flag-flying price 
will not be too much to pay for keep- 
ing the rubber open. All flag-fiying 
declarations obviously Must be made 
during the latter part of the auction; 
and to make them with any safety it 
is essential that the initial bid, which 
is the informatory platform upon 
which sound bidders. support their 
later bidding, be absolutely sound. 


It is of vital importance that the 
original bid be dependable. Many 
players allow the state of the score, or 
the question of which game of the rub- 
ber is being played, to influence them 
when deciding whether to bid or pass 
orinigally, and many a futile effort has 
been made to justify an unsound origi- 
nal bid by the fact that the adver- 
saries had a score, that it was rubber 
game, or some other such pretext. Un- 
der no conditions, except when making 
a pre-emptive bid, should any extra- 
neous conditions affect the initial bid- 
der. If he have a bid he should make 
it; if not, he should pass; to adopt any 
other practice would practically bar 
even an expert partner from flag-flying, 
because he never could estimate the 
possible loss with any accuracy.

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RADIATING OF FOODS. 


‘THERE seems to be no limit to this 
matter of radiating foods. At least 
the laboratories are reporting that 

way. Just how the practical, workaday 
producers are coming along I do not 
know. 

The laboratory men are finding that 

raying hay and many other feeds will 


give them vitamine values that they: 


need when they are to be used for win- 
ter feeds. It would seem that every 


barn should be equipped with an effi- | 
cient raying lamp. These laboratories | 


report that the milk of stall-fed cows 
is poor in vitamin, but if the cow is 
rayed daily the milk they give is rich 
in vitamines. 

In order to get a supply of freshly 
laid eggs in midwinter, poultry farms 
keep some hens in warmed houses in 
the midwinter season. The eggs from 
such hens are poor in certain vitamines. 
The laboratories report that if the hens 
are treated with proper lamps the eggs 
they lay will be rich in certain vita- 
mines. 

The two protective vitamines of 
greatest importance are the antirachitic 
and the antiscorbutic. Orange juice is 
one of the best known antiscorbutic 
agents. The advantage of a two-in-one 
protective food is obvious. 

Drs. Maslow, Shelling and Kramer 
came to the conclusion that orange 
juice might be made into a fine two- 
in-one protective food. 

In the first place, children who get 
orange juice grow very well. Clinical 
trials made in California showed that 
feeding orange juice to school children 
compared favorably to milk feeding, 
given comparable groups. 

In the second place, 
scurvy. 

Is there any way to make it protect 
against rickets? They exposed it ‘to 
the light from a mercury quartz lamp 
and then fed it to rats. These rats 
were on a diet which experience has 
shown causes rickets. Some of the rats 
had been on this diet long enough to 
show unmistakable signs of rickets. 
Five days after the rats had begun eat- 
ing some rayed orange juice daily the 
rickets began to improve. At the end

How long does rayed orange juice 
retain its antirachitic properties? 

Does raying lessen the antiscorbutic 
value of. orange juice? 

Experiments with lemon juice 
showed that seven hours’ exposure to 
rays did not destroy its antiscorbutic 
value.

Mrs. H. I. A. writes: Two years ago 
I graduated from high school in a very 
run down condition, weighing only 72 
pounds. I was never allowed to join 
gymnastic classes because of my poor 
condition. I have catarrh all over my 
system, especially in the nose and 
throat. I am rather constipated, and 
my face is covered with pimples and 
blackheads. 

I am 21 now, 5 feet tall, and weigh 
96 pounds. I am fairly large boned. I 
work in one of the downtown stores, 
and the air is poor, as I work in the 
basement. I am leaving all this— 
home and work—for better conditions. 
I would be much obliged if you would 
give me a list of foods which would 
help me _ bring my weight and 
strength to normal. Would you advise 
fasting for a few days before starting 
on a different diet? 


REPLY. 

You are doing very well if you have 
gained 24 pounds in two years. If you 
live in a reasonably sensible manner 
you should be up to standard weight 
in a few years. Eat staple foods such 
as meat, bread, vegetables and fruit. 
Two bowls of milk and crackers a day 
will do much to fatten you. Plenty 
of sleep and regular habits do more 
than dieting in fattening underweight 
people. Cold baths—water and air 
baths, and plenty of good, fresh, cool 
air should break your tendency to

Two more 1925 title-holders 
managed to stay at the top by vir- 
tue of ties, these being Michigan, 
sharing the Western conference 
crown with Northwestern, and the 
Army, dividing the service spoils 
with the Navy.

Carne- 
gie’s elimination of Notre Dame has 
taken the edge off the intersectional 
clash of the Hoosiers with Southern 
California next Saturday, a game which 
previously loomed as an important title 
test. 

It is difficult to leave either of the 
service elevens out of consideration, ob- 
servers believe, particularly. the Navy, 
which won eight straight games against 
some of the most formidable opposi- 
tion in the country before being tied 
by the Cadets, who previously had lost 
to Notre Dame. Taking all elements 
into consideration, the Navy eleven 
that crushed Michigan and conquered 
such powerful teams as Princeton, 
Georgetown, Purdue, and Colgate, 
seems to many critics to be entitled to 
as high rank as any other team.

HE District. college football season 

of 1926 can, from the viewpoint 

of virtually all the schools involv- 
ed, be classed as one of the most suc- 
cessful in local history. There was a 
measure of satisfaction for every team 
although 12 only one case was a heap- 
ing portion dealt out, that which went 
Georgetown’s ,way. 

With six teams of Washington and 
immediate vicinity, and the Quantico 
Marines drawing the interest of the 
fans, attendance figures soared above 
the level reached here in several years 
past. The Georgetown-West Virginia 
game attracted about 15,000, the third 
largest crowd ever to have witnessed a 
local college football game. 

While Georgetown was the strongest 
Magnet there was no lack of support 
for Maryland, George Washington, 
Catholic, Gallaudet, American or the 
Marines, and in Maryland’s» case a 
record gahering jammed Byrd Stadium 
to see the Maryland-Virginia contest. 
This number was estimated at 7,500. 


. There was no means of accurate- 
ly determining a local champion- 
ship. simply because there were 
but three games in which District 
teams faced each other. These 
were the Catholic-George Wash- 
ington, American-Gallaudet and 
Gallaudet-Maryland games. But 
judging from the records George- 
town seemed to hold the leadership 
with Maryland following in the 
runner-up position. 


Coach Lou Little developed a team 


,at Georgetown with only six regulars 


of 1925 to form the nucleus of the 
new machine, which slowly but surely 
gained rank with the strongest in the 
entire country, and was credited with 
being one of the first ten by metro- 
politan critics. 

This Hilltop team achieved a record 
of seven victories, two defeats and one 
tie. Syracuse, Fordham and Detroit 
were decisively beaten, while Navy and 
West Virginia were held to low scores 
in the two losses sustained. All told, 
Georgetown counted 308 points against 
its opponents and yielded to the oppost- 
tion a total of 56. The offensive figure 
was exceeded only by Lafayette, which 
scored 330. 

In keeping with a team performance 
of such caliber, several of the Hilltop 
players won national recognition, the 
most. notable of the group being Harry 
“Babe” Connaughton, the 275-pound 
guard.

In a climax unrivaled for color and 
thrills, the greatest pair of service 
elevens in modern moleskin history 
yesterday balanced claims to places on 
the forefront of the fight for mythical 
honors by a 21-21 deadlock. 

Lending added luster to the event as 
lifting both teams,to tke pinnacle, 
Notre Dame stumbled and fell in -the 
chase for national honors before an 
inspired and crushing attack on the 
part of Carnegie Tech, 19-0. 

Failure to win against Army checked 
a long Navy. winning streak which 
leaves Lafayette as the only unbeaten 
and untied team in the Eastern sector.

Army lost one test—that with 
Notre Dame—by 7-0, but the sting 
has been relieved by the Hoosiers’ 
overwhelming defeat at the hands 
of Tech, an eleven which previous- 
ly had fallen before N. Y. U. and 
Washington-Jefferson.

The document now is before the gov- 
ernments for study. The commission,

CORTEZ DESCENDANT 
DYING IN DINGY ROOM 


Claimant of 4,000 Acres Near 
Key West Stricken by 


Paralysis. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 28 (By A. P.).— 
In a dingy back room of a rooming 
house here today, Hernando Cortez 
Kauffman, a lineal descendant of Cor- 
tez, the conquistador, was found fatally 
stricken by aparalysis. 

When police were called to attend “a 
man overcome by gas” Kauffman 
seemed only a derelict with no past, 
but Investigation brought to light a 
tragedy of a man potentially wealthy, 
yet living in practical poverty. 

From the Rev. T. A. Speckmann, re- 
tired Methodist minister, came Kauff- 
man’s story, that he was educated in 
the conservatory of Leipzig, from 
which he graduated with the degree 
of doctor of music. He spoke French, 
English, German, and Spanish. 

As a descendant of Cortez, Kauffman 
had claim to 4,000 acres of land near 
Key West, Fla., the old Cortez home- 
stead, and had retained a lawyer to 
look after his claims, 

The minister said that Kauffman’s 
parents were killed “in some sort of a 
feud.”

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FEDERAL TREAGUR! 
BETS TRANSCRIPTS 
OF UENFANT PLAN 


Material, Collected at Mellon’s 
Request, Will Throw Light 
on Waterfront Suits. 


BACKGROUND IS GIVEN 
FOR BUILDING PROGRAM 


Proposal Now Considered In- 
tended to Be Consistent 
With Early Plats. 


Transcripts of L’Enfant’s original de- 
sign for the city and documents of sub- 
sequent surveyors and planners have 
been transferred to the Treasury De- 
partment in connection with the de- 
velopment of the public building pro- 
gram south of Pennsylvania avenue 
and east of Fifteenth street, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Department 
of Justice. 

The material, furnished at the re- 
quest of Secretary Mellon, was col- 
lected in connection with suits to es- 
tablish rights of the Federal govern- 
ment to Washington water front prop- 
erty. The original. texts, it is pointed 
out, furnish a historical background for 
the consideration of the public build- 
ing program, which is intended to be 
consistent with the plats of the early 
planners. 

Included in the mass of documents 
are transcripts explaining how Presi- 
dent Washington determined upon the 
exact location of the city, the proceed- 
ings he had with the original owners of 
the land and the directions given sur- 
veyors, planners and the original com- 
missioners of Washington. There also is 
a map found in the archives of the land 
commissioner of Maryland, at Annapolis, 
which contains a delineation of the 


original outlines of the city on its water 
frontage. 


Neglected Field Work. 


A portion of the material which has 
not been transcribed explains why New 
York and Pennsylvania avenues do not 
intersect in front of the White House, 
as provided in the L’Enfant plan. It 
discloses that the original surveyors 
neglected the field work, and made re- 
turns from computations which did 
not work out. 

Many of the city squares had to be 
remeasured in order to provide the 
on open space in front of the 

resident’s house, and additional land 
had to be taken from the original prop- 
erty of George Davidson. This initiated 
a controversy as to whether the pres- 
ent Lafayette square was acquired 
properly by the United States govern- 
ment. 

The claims of the government and 
the original proprietors were taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States before they were decided finally 
in the case of Van Ness vs. the City of 
Washington.

$25,000 SAVED IN TESTS 


Defiections which will appear in the 
este gm Memorial Bridge, due to the 

heavy facing walls of granite, have been 
measured by Prof. George E. Beggs, of 
the civil engineering department of 
Princeton university, by means of a 
three-dimensional celluloid model. 

The bridge will be constructed across 
the Potomac river and will connect the 
Lincoln memorial with the Arlington 
National cemetery, and will be one of 
the most notable monuments erected 
by the government in recent years. 
The estimated cost of the bridge is 
$14,,750,000. Work on the foundations 
has been started. 

Prof. Beggs used a model of one of 
the arches of the proposed bridge, de- 
termining the deflections in the model 
under certain test loads hung on the 
sides, representing the weight of the 
granite facing weights. The model of 
the arch, built one-fiftieth full size, 
was made of celluloid. Measurements 
of the deflections made by the test 
loads were read at 154 points. 

The cross walls of the structure will 
distribute satisfactorily the weight of 
the granite facing walls, the _ tests 
showed. In fact, the bridge will sup- 
port facing walls nearly five times 
as heavy as those planned without 
causing any alarming distortion, the 
professor concludes from his tests. 

A saving of $26,000 in the cost of 
cement has been made as the result 
of other tests which showed that the 
stresses in the proposed arch were re- 
duced. greatly by the monolithic super- 
structure of the roadway floor, thus 
making it possible to reduce safely the 
dimensions of the arch rib.

Will Attempt to Apply Princi- 
ples of Success in Other 
Lines to Agriculture. 


Oharles Nagel, former Secretary of 
the United States Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, has been named 
chairman of the business men's com- 
mission on agriculture, being formed 
by the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce and the national industrial con- 
ference board, to conduct an intensive 
study of the agricultural situation, it 
was announced yesterday. 

With the cooperation of the two 
great trade bodies, the commission will 
formulate a national program for eco- 
nomic groups to unite in protecting 
national interests in a sound agricul- 
tural foundation. 

It is planned to make the commis- 
sion an entirely independent body, 
seeking information and suggestions 


from leaders in every field of business 
and agricultural activity. 


All Names Not Announced. 


The full membership of the commis- | 
sion has not been announced. The 
Chamber of Commerce and national 
conference board, in organizing the 
body, are applying the principle that 
qualities which make for success in 
other industries can be applied in a 
study of agriculture. 

Concerning the commission, the two 
national bodies yesterday issued the 
following statement: 

“The business interests of the United 
States for years have been desirous of 
arriving at a thorough understanding 
with the farmers, of the problems and 
needs of agricultural development. It 

has been contended that business men 
generally had manifested neither a 
broad understanding of nor a substan- 
tial interest in the agricultural situa- 
tion. 


Interest Shown in Farmer. 


“But the report on the agricultural 
problem in the United States recently 
published by the conference board 
demonstrated that business interests 
had been giving the farmer’s problem 
deep and sympathetic consideration, 
while the work of the agricultural gerv- 
icce of the national chamber, including 
regional conferences held throughout 
the country, likewise has evidenced a 
desire on the part of business interests 
to do their share in helping to bring 
about a practical solution of the agri- 
cultural problem. 

“The studies and inquiries made 
by thesé two organizations now are fol- 
lowed with the joint creation, by the 
conference board and the national 
chamber, of this commission, which 
will seek to bring to bear on the agri- 
cultural situation the experience and 
judgment of every important element 
in our national economy. The relation 
of agriculture to industry, to commerce 
and to foreign trade, to transportation 
and finance, must be studied thor- 
oughly if a _ well-balanced national 
economic development is to be assured 
for the future.
